S IMPLE solutions are usually the 
best; and it is the simplest one of 
all that has been suggested in the 
city council for the disagreement 
among Victoria’s barbers. 

Some of them (they claim to he a 
majority but there is doubt about 
that) want the present Wednesday 
holiday changed to Monday so that 
they could have two consecutive days 
off each week, like almost all em¬ 
ployees nowaday* except those work¬ 
ing in stores. Another strong faction 
prefers things as they are. A third 
group, not so numerous apparently, 
would stagger opening and closing 
days so that everybody could have a 
day off but there would alway* be 
barbers' shops open somewhere. 

The last proposal is the one coming 
nearest to uV U ty ®. view ^of the 

Lor* of the rounril puTit in a dif¬ 
ferent way. They say: throw It wide 
open. And why not? If the barbers 
cant agree among themselves what 
would be best, why should the city 
council, which has other and much 
more serious matters to deal with at 
this budget .time of year, be called 
upon to mediate or arbitrate? 


Victoria and other councils have 
been all through this before with the 
retailers, and the upshot In most 
cases was a wide-open shopping 

schedule. There were prophecies of 
dire consequences before that course 
was proposed, but as with most con¬ 
troversies the whole thing was for¬ 
gotten soon after decision was made. 
Discarding closing-hour regulations 
does not appear to have ruined any¬ 
one and the subject is hardly ever 
mentioned now. 

So why not let the barbers stay 
open or close shop as and when they 
please? It is not part of a municipal 
council’s business to tell other people 
when they should work or not work. 
Nor if it comes down to it should it 
be the right of a majority of barbers 
to compel, or bring pressure to bear 

to compel, a minority to cqnform to 

their wishes. There Is altogether too 
much of this "conforming” these 
days. So far as civic regulation la 
concerned, let the barbers stay open 
24 hours of the day six days a week 
if they wish. It’s their business; and 
labor laws and union contracts will 
take good care of the interests of 
those on wages. 


Housing Pressure Less 


WHILE there have been seasonal 
W and cyclical variations in the 
number of houses constructed in 
Canada under NHA help in the last 
few years, experience across the 
country now seems to suggest that 
general housing pressure has abated. 
Whether it Is the higher rate of in¬ 
terest charged for loans or the fact 
that a considerable number of dwell¬ 
ing need* have been satisfied, there 
has been a marked slowing down in 
the tempo of this form of construc¬ 
tion. Greater Victoria’s experience 
with building permits in the first 
quarter of the year ha* been typical 
of much of the nation in this respect. 
TVo-tbirds of the recent applications 
for new r housing loans in Canada 
appear to have come from con¬ 
tractors and others possibly building 
for speculative purposes. 

Victoria, where a number of large 
new apartment houses are being 
erected, proved toriie the exception 
in the Greater Victoria area in the 
first quarter of 1960. It* general 


building permit* for all purposes 
were 1,586, worth $2,213,378; com¬ 
pared with 1.492 permit*! worth 
$1,849,624, in the first three months 
of 1959. In the same period Saanich 
permits dropped from 301 worth 
$2,427,080. to 191 worth $1,327,986; 
while construction in Esquimait re¬ 
ceded from $326,640 to $247,750, on 
39 permits against 52 in the first 
quarter last year. While not too 
much may be argued from figures in 
an individual region, the trend across 
Canada seems to be plain. It is that 
housing pressure is lessening, and 
that this division of the country’s 
economy is undergoing a period of 
readjust mertt. 

The compensating factor for ihe 
balance of the year may turn out to 
be the extent to which commercial 
and industrial construction picks uo 
again from its slower pace of 1959, 
and the volume of public works 
affecting the building trades. There 
the prospect* have been brightening 
during recent months. 


T HIS old planet wai subjected to 
Immense upheavals in its mak¬ 
ing. compared with which all the 
recorded earthquakes of history were 
bot as the mere settling of the 
foundation of a building.

The recent earthquake at Agadir 
was not on so large a scale, but it 
was terrible enough for the inhabi¬ 
tants, thousands of whom were bur¬ 
led alive in the rubble to which tha 
whole city was reduced. 

The rest of the world received tha 
news of the catastrophe with deep 
sympathy for tha victims, and help 
of every kind was rushed U> the sur¬ 
vivors. But there was no general 
consternation at tha earth’s latest 
convulsion. Science had confirmed 
the Scripture, that 'The Lord was not 
in the earthquake." And aa for the 
loss of life and destruction at Agadir, 
the modern world had witnessed far 
greater and more terrible earth¬ 
quakes In the last world war. 

"Stop! for thy tread la on an 
Empire’s dust! 

An earthquake’s spoil it 
sepulchred below!" 

So wrote Lord Byron after tha 
Napoleonic wars, and it can be ap¬ 
plied today with more tragic truth 
to ihe dev as tations hr Europe and 
Britain of recent memory.

Iraq Disengaging

F OR nearly a year now events hava 
been taking place in Iraq which com¬ 
bine to make good new* for the West. 

MaJ. Gen. Abdel Karim Kassem. Iraq • 
premier and strongman, has been crack¬ 
ing dow n on the Communists. 

This does not mean that Kassem is 
moving toward Westerrv alignment. 
Rather, it appears to mean that he is 
moving away from his Soviet ties toward 
neutralism. And a neutral Iraq, with its 
oil and its port of Basra controlling the 
entrance to the Persian Gulf is vastly 
to be preferred to one aligned with 
Russia.

The -latest clear indication that 
Kassem is clipping Communist wings 
came In the announcement than he death 
sentence pronounced on former Premier 
Fadhil Al Jamah has been reduced to 10 
years of impriaonement.

Kassem • growing disenchantment 
with his Communist allies first became 
Apparent last July. ~ 

On July 5, 1339, Kassem ordered that 


the Communist dominated People’s Re¬ 
sistance Movement place itself under 
army control. This was a semi military 
group of about 35.000 members, most of 
whom were club-swinging you-ths who 
took over the streets of Baghdad and 
spread terror after-dark. 

Last July. Kassem finally cracked 
down He shook up his cabinet, reducing 
the powers of Dr. Ibrahim Kubba. his 
pro-Communist minister of economics. 

In February of this year. Kubba was 
dropped from the cabinet altogether. 
Also in this year, while licensing other 
political parties in preparation for a re¬ 
turn to parliamentary government, the 
Kassem regime refused a licence to 
Iraq s mam Communist Party Instead, 
it licensed a splinter group referred to by 
the main party as a disrupting gang." 

A year ago there was a real fear that 
Kassem had gone so far that whatever his 
own sentiment*, he would not be able to 
nd Iraq of Communist influence. That 
in using -them as a balancing force 
against Aiah Nationalist force* »\m- 
pathetic to President Nasser of the 
United Arab Republic, he had ff>ne*too 
lai. He u not out of the woods ^eL 


Man seem* to be endowed with 
exhaustleaa reserves for recovery. He 
has survived the Ice Age and ages 
of unknown struggles for existence 
since hit arrival on this planet. The 
earthquake at Lisbon left the people 
of Portugal undespaired; the city waa 
rebuilt and the disaster forgotten. 
Agadir ia rising again from the 
rubble. 

In our own time we have seen 
nations rise from the debris of war 
and resume their ways of peace a* 

though nothing had happened. Lon¬ 
don endured the infernal bombing of 
the blitz and carriet^n stoically and 
often humorously amid the ruins. 

Douglas JenoU). a hundred years 
before, described the unconquerable 
apint of the English people when he 
wrote: ‘‘If an earthquake were to 
engulf England tomorrow, qie Eng¬ 
lish would manage to meet and dine 
somewhere among the rubbish. Just 
to celebiate the event." 


An earthquake is a natural phe¬ 
nomenon. an upheaval of subterran¬ 
ean forces, which man can neither 
prevent or control. But the forces 
wielded by man in war are volun¬ 
tary they are wilful. The mechani¬ 
cal powers acquired by the develop¬ 
ment of science impose an awful re¬ 
sponsibility upon the free will of 
mankind. Those powers are placed 
in the hands of man as a trust, and 
unless their use is controlled and 
directed by humanitarian principles 
they will devastate civilization n at 
surely a* the blind forces of nature 
laid waste to the cities’of Lisbon and 
Agadir. 

‘The highes* proof of virtue is to 
possess boundless power without 
abusing it" That saying by Lord 
Macaulay contains the principle upon 
which all scientific, political, national 
and international progress must pro¬ 
ceed. Otherwise . . . 


A CROSS tha square from Canada 
House is South Africa House; 
between them stand the statue of 
Horatio Nelson, 

Landseer’s stone 
lions and playing 
fountains. Between 
them. too. these 
days 1* • thin line 
of blue — s o m e- 
times a thick line— 
and an ever-open 
p o l tc e call box 
manned by a police 
sentry watching the human tide of 
emotion and assessing it* probable 
effects. A visitor could be forgiven 
if he thought that South Africa had 
come to London. 

There is one very big difference. 
The London bobbies who form the 
line of blue'are earned with nothing 
more lethal than a truncheon. There 
are no revolvers, no Sten guns and 
no armored car* but there is no 
doubt that the police are apprehen¬ 
sive. There have been times when 
they have been more excited and less 
good-natured than London bobbies 
are supposed to be. There are times 
when they have made tactical errors, 
including the manhandling of a visit¬ 
ing premier. Bow Street magistrates* 
court haa been putting in a bit of 
overtime—wrlth much more to come 
aa many demonstrators have pleaded 
not guilty to police charge* and will 
have a full dress trial. 


The point, however. Is that Can¬ 
ada House Is calm and peaceful. You 
may go in and out without anV police¬ 
men asking what your business is. 
On the other side of Trafalgar Square 
you get a modest interpretation of 
what a police state ia like. 

To penetrate the thin line of blue 
you have to convince a couple of 
cops that you have legitimate busi¬ 
ness in South Africa House, that you 
are not carry ing bombs, and that you 
do not propose to launch * commando 


attack on the police line from the 
rear. At the door of South Africa 
House there are more cops, a rein¬ 
forcement of commissionaires and a 
bland assurance that anyone you 
want to see is either out or awsy.

Indeed the chance of anyone get¬ 
ting into South Africa House seems 
remote. One South African visitor 
who wanted to collect his mail gave 
up. It was, he said, the line of least 
resistance, but he had got tired of 
arguing. Another gentleman who 
was contemplating a sunshine tour 
of South Africa changed him mind 
despite an assurance that any travel * 
agent would give him all the Infor¬ 
mation he required. 

Who are 4he demonstrators?

But lovely as it la during its sea¬ 
son of bloom, when out of flower it 
haa something of a dullness of foliage 
and a rather twiggy habit that calls 
either for intelligent pruning or some 
screening of the lower part of the 
bush wKh I lower growing lime-lover 
or UmeHolerant plant.

A good subject for this purpose is 
Viburnum driest i which revels in 
the same soil conditions as the lilac 
and which ran be held to a height 
af about three feet, thereby masking 
the base of the lilac. The flowers, too.

Lilacs like a deep, loamy soil and 
appreciate a fair amount of ilsne.

Established bushes will appreciate a 
surface dressing in the same amount 
every third year, scattered over the 
whole root-run and bcratched in 
lightly. y t .

Trailers Add Many Months 

4 % 

To Regular Boating Season 


at JEAN BURNS 


Hauling out time no longer means 
hibernation for many boats through tha 
winter. 

Trailers are two-wheeled magic carpets 
that add *n extra sea going season in the 
sun for the pleasure boating family. 

Many boatmen take long weekends 
afloat during the summer and save vaca¬ 
tion weeks for a winter tour, boat In tow, 
to the sunny south. . 

Distance trekking requires a rugged 
trailer. Rough roads, higher speeds and 
many miles all require • rig that can con¬ 
tend with abuse without break-down or 
danger to the boat. Even large outboard 
cruisers can be easily towed. 

Here are check points. How is the boat 
supported? Be sure that bolsters cradle 
the craft’s weight over a large area A 
hull can be dimpled or damaged if it rides 
only on a few small rollers or projections. 

CHECK IMMERSION 

Hojv often does the trailer go under 
water? Wheel bearings should be repacked 
with grease after submersion. Salt water 
especially is corrosive and can attract 
trouble. You certainly do not want trailer 
wheel bearings to become too hot to go on 
in the middle of the open road. 

How much weight can your rig safely 


carry? Often a trailer Is bought to match 
the weight of your boat—before motor, 
luggage, spare gas snd camping equip¬ 
ment. 

You have a spare tire lor your car, but 
do you have one for your trailer? 

How well is the boat’s weight placed? 
Balance should be slightly forward so that 
the trailer tongue rest firmly on your 
car’s rear bumper hitch. 

KEEP EYE ON MIRROR 

Do you carry your outboard mounted 
on the transom? Note if the stern of the 
boat is properly supported, in thia case, 
mo that leverage strain is notsdcM. 

Make a touring practice of periodic 
checks of ail tiedowns holding the boat in 
place. Keep watch in your rear view 
mirror ot make certain you are not being 
followed by a sea going jackrabbit of a 
boat that seems to leap into the air on 
every bump 

And to be certain you will not also 
be followed by the police, write ahead to 
states you will be passing through, or 
check with the Automobile Club, to find 
out about trailer regulations snd roads 
where they are allowed. 

Install an extra hitch on the front 
bumper for launching visibility upon 
arrival

Wood boats usually have 
various joints and seams that 
are filled with calking com 
pound to make them water 
tight. Examine these care¬ 
fully for signs of dried /*ut 
and lifeless compound. Watch 
particularly for fine hairline 


cracks between the compound 
and the adjoining wood. This 
Indicates that the compound is 
not adhering to the adjoining 
wood. Such compound should 
he raked out and any that 
sticks to the wood cleaned off. 
Refill the seam with the newer 
polyaulphide (Thlokol) type 
compound This adheres bet- 
"&r than the older type com¬ 
pounds and has a longer life. 
It costs more, but saves much 
maintenance time in the 
future. 

Gouges and dents In wood 
boats can be filled with the 
same epoxy patching material 
previously mentioned for plas¬ 
tic boats There are also sev¬ 
eral trowling cements that are 
satisfactory for the purpose. 
Some cements require a prime 
coat before application. Read 
the manufacturers instructions 
carefully. When these prelim¬ 
inaries are completed you are 
ready to paint. 


1. Never overload your boat. The number of 
seats in a small craft may not mean the number of 
passengers which can safely be carried. Learn how 
to place your family and friends for best balance. 

2. Board your boat carefully. Step into the 
centre of a small boat and grasp the gunw lea. 
Too many people fall overboard before they even 
get aboard. „ 

X Be sure you have an approved cushion, vest 
or life ring preserver for yourself and every pas¬ 
senger. Small youngsters should always wear 
vest preservers. Point out to them that racing 
drivers always wear this kind. 

4. Never stand up in your smsH boat, not even 
w hen you drop your fishing pole overboard. You’re 
likely to follow it. To change places with another 
passenger in a smfHl craft, lean forward to keep 
your weight low and hold both sides. 

5. Always play safety first with the weather. 
A squall can capsize your boat. Calm sunshine can 
hum severely. Stay ashore if bad weather 
threatens. Head for shore at the first sign of fog 
or threatening thunder clouds. 

6. Learn the rules of right-of-way. Stay away 
from big craft and sailboats. Big boats may not 
have room to maneuver and the wake they throw 
can tip you over. 

7. Don’t abandon ship. If you tip over, hang 
on until help arrives. The shore is always much 
farther away than it looks and swimming with 
clothing can tire you very quickly' Be sure your 
boat will float when filled with water; if made of 
metal or plastic, add floatation blocks as needed. 

8. It is much easier to tip when turning at high 
speed. The wake you throw can damage nearby 
boats. Speed in rough water will injure your 
craft. 

9. Always carry all equipment legally required 
—life preservers, fire extinguishers, lights, a good 
anchor and anchor line and bailing can or pump. 

10. If people keep waving from a boat nearby 
or seem to he in trouble, investigate to see if you 
can help. Be prepared. Learn and practice good 
seamanship.

Check the length of the 
cables for kinking and chaf¬ 
ing.

Mfntmum recom 
mended diameter la two 
inches; smaller ones can cause 
excessive cable flexing, hence 
premature failure. 

With the motor in various 
positions check the cables for 
excessive slackening or tight¬ 
ening. Control in either case 
will he uncertain and If the 
cables get too alack. they may 
even Jump off the steering 
drum. If too tight, excessive 
strain is imposed on the steer¬ 
ing system Be careful also 
that there is no chance of the 
cables chafing or lamming 
from contact with seat hacks 
or other parts of the boat.

Two Knots ■ 
Boat 
Secure 


Many new outboarders learn 
that the few knots which have 
served them all their lives to j 
wrap Christmas presents and 
keop their shoelaces tied are 
not .the answer to all their 
boating problems. On the other 
hand, they find the eight or 
10 knots recom meheded to 
landlubbers by the experts are 
a lot for a weekend sailor to 
master. 

Outboard authorities say 
lhat tying up to a dock is the 
outboarder s most common use 
for line, and suggest learning 
two simple hitches. You will 
benefit from their practicality 
nnd. use them regularly 

Use the first knot in the 
illustration to tie up to a cleat. 
Pass the line around the clejd 
under both horns, then diagotf 
ally across the top of the cleat 
and under the first horn. Tuck 
the end under the line where 
it passes across the top. 

The common sense of thla 
hitch is beautiful. The more 
pull by' the boat, the greater 
the pressure on the free end 
where it is tucked under. Yet 
when you're ready to shove 
off. merely slacken the pull 
of the boat and the hitch 
loosens up and slides free. 
There's no fussing to undo 
jammed knots. 

Use the clove hitch, the 
second knot in the drawing, 
to make a rapid attachment to 
posts rk piles As you can see. 
it is simply two loops with the 
free end tucked under. After 
you practice a few times you'll 
see that you can “prepare" the 
■clove hitch so that as you ap¬ 
proach a dork you just dropi 
the loops over the top of the™ 
post and Jerk both ends of the 1 
line to make it snug This 
quickly frees your hands for 
the other details of docking 
and unloading 

Don't use this hitch for 
permanent fastening since It 
may eventually slip Two half 
hitches around the standing 
end will prevent this, however,

Avert Collisions at Night 


In order to avoid night collisions at 
ifa, it is well to know one’s responsibilities 
regarding lights. y 

Here is a handy guide which tells the 
skipper what to have on his own boat, and 
how to identify others by their lights at 
night. 

A vessel la under way when she is not 
at anchor, made fast to 1 hi ..shore, or 
aground. lights must be carried In all 
weathers from sunset to sunrise, as 
follows 

Red light on left or port side, visible 
from right ahead to two points abaft the 
beam 


Green light on the right or starboard 
side, visible from right ahead to two 
points abaft the beam 

White light forward, risible over ten 
points of compass on each side, fhould be 
carried by power boats in addition to stern 
light 

Side lights are only carried when under 
way; when at anchor show a white light 
risible all round the horizon. 

Open launches can use a combination 
light of rod. white and green; rowing boats 
should carry a white light. Y 

A sailing vessel being overtaken should 
show a white light astern visible over

REDIK E8 LOHT TIME 

Maintenance is becoming an 
| increasingly important item 
with most boat owners. Time 
devoted to boat maintenance 
must be taken from the hours 
when the boat might be used, 
or stolen from some other 
family or individual activity. 
Some like to work on a boat. 
Many enjoy a small amount 
of maintenance work, but want 
it kept within well defined 
limits. There are others who 
would like a boat made of 
mtterials requiring no main 
teryince whatsoever. This 1st 
ter condition is merely wishful 
thinking since all boatbuilding 
materials require some main 
tenance. • 

HOOD BEST KNOWN 
Wood in its natural form 
is the traditional boat building 
material. More is known about 
its use and behavior as a sub 
stance for amall craft coif 
struction than any other. The 
find vessels to be planked 
with wood came into use sev 
eral thousand years ago and 
there is probably not a boat 
yard ln the entire world that 
does not have the skills to 
make repairs to wooden boats. 

In its natural form wood is 
gradually being replaced, in 
craft of less than 26 feet in 
length, by such wood products 
ss plywood and molded ply. 
wood. However, in larger 
pleasure craft it continues to 
be considered a prime mi 
terial. 

Wood boats have the ad¬ 
vantage of being naturally 
buoyant, and hence, need no 
built-in buoyancy chambers or 
added buoyancy material. 
Properly constructed, they 
have great strength and craft 
seventy five and more years 
old are not uncommon. 
Whether the newer boat 
building materials will have 
I such a long life remains to be 
seen. 

FINISHES BETTER 

While the wooden boat re¬ 
quires more care than some 
of the new materials, the 
amount of labor involved can 
be greatly reduced by the use 
of proper protective materials.! 
More wood boats have been 
oamaged by lack of ventilation' 
than by any other cause. 

Boats planked with wood 
bave either smooth or lap 
strake hulls Both give equally 
good service, but the latter 
usually produces a lighter 
hull. The older type of smooth 
I hull, known as carvel plank¬ 
ing. required the use of calk¬ 
ing materials to fill the seams 
I between the planks.

Alkyd resin paint Is the old¬ 
est. It has been in use for 
than 30 years and is 
by all of the feeding 
paint manufacturers. Applied 
with the ease of ordinary 
house paint, it la the moat 
widely used, and the cheapest 
of all marine finishes. 

Acrylic paint that can 
applied with a brush as 
general boat finish Is nr 
Formerly sold only in aerosol 
spray cans, its main use was 
for touch-up work. Its quick 
drying was particularly valu¬ 
able for this application. A 
close relative of such material 
as Plexiglass, it provides a 
hard, durable, plastic coating. 

WATERTIGHT COAT 

Chlom prene finishes, some¬ 
times known a* liquid 
prene, are now made in colors. 
They cure to a rubber-like 
watertight coating that elimi 
nates jndny leak problems, and 
are widely used as a water¬ 
proofing for decks and cabin 
tops. The introduction of color 
has made them increasingly 
popular for topsides. 

Epoxy paints have zootoed, 
to popularity in the last ten | 
years, and are now included! 
in the product line of most! 
makers of marine paints. They 
are about twice as expensive 
as the more common alkyd 
paints. Their life, however, is 
two to three times that of 
alkyd paints. Thus, boat paint 
Ing labor pains occur, at the 
most biannually instead of an¬ 
nually.

Buoys painted with red and Mack hortsontal bands 
will he found on obstructions or middle grounds, and may 
be left on either hand. 

Buoys painted with white and Mack vertical stripes will 
be found In mid-channel, snd must be passed close-to to 
avoid danger.

HAVE HIGH GLOSS 

Polyurethane paints and 
varnishes are comparitively 
new in North America, but 
have been successfully used in 
Europe, particularly Germany, 
for several years. The indus¬ 
trial experience with these 
finishes has been excelfentr 
Several marine paint makers 
have added polyurethane fin- i 
ishes to their line this year. 
Their high gloss make* them 
especially attractive as a var 
nish. One boat builder is gua 
ranteetng the finish for two 
years. 

Vinyl finishes have been on 
the market for about 10 years. 
They provide a surface of rub¬ 
ber-like elasticity and high 
resistance to abrasion. When 
refinishing is necessary, no 
special surface preparation 
other than a light sanding and 
a cleaning is needed. The life 
expenctancy is about two 
years. 

Do not apply one type of 
paint finish over that of 
another type. Overzealous 
salesmen, knowing the work of 
removing old finish, often 
claim that, a new type paint 
will work well over an old 
one. Adhesion in such 
depends entirely on the ad¬ 
hesion of the old paint. If it 
peels, the new paint is blamed.
